I say a model country hotel—the best I 
have ever found, for all the work is doue by his 
pietty daughters, and it is done merrily aud 
neatly, and the fare was justeplendid. They 
are rot ashamed to help their good parents 
mekea living. They are smart, and pretiy 
and well bebaved. How gladity would | wel- 
come them as my danghters-in-law, for l-would 
then know that my boys were safe. Safe from 
wantand safe from social folly. I found an 
old college mate here—Bolton— Corporal Bolton 
we used tocallhim. We had not meat for 40 
years and it was a treat to us both, 
How gushingly . we talked over 
college memories and discoursed 
of the living, and lamented the dead. These 
old Georgians ask many questions abont their 
old acquaintances whieh [ cannot answer, but 
scme I can, and it pleases me to give them 
comfort. I leave Newton with kind memories, 
I have not often found a community so home- 
like and hospitable and so contented with their 
unpretending town and its prospects. Peace 
be with Newton. Bic ARP. 


SAUTER’S MADSTONE: 


Many Illinois People Think That Their Lives 
Have Been Saved by It. 
From the Chicago News. 

Mr. Galitz, of Niles Centre, returned recent- 
ly from Sheiby, Ind., fally satisfied that his 
son would not have the hydrophobia. He ar- 
rived at that satisfactory frame of mind after 
paying $5 and ascertaining that a madstone 
would not stick tothe bite. Young Galitz was 
bitten in the leg Saturday last by his own dog, 
which gave every evidence of having rabies, 

The bite which young Clalitz received was 
through quite heavy clothing, and, admitting 
that the dog was mad, the probability would be 
that no poisoned virus would enter the wound. 
Consequently, the fact that the madstone would 
notstick to it is not held to detract anything 
from its healing virtues by those who believe 
in them. 

This madstone which Mr. Galitz called into 
requitition is perhaps the mést celebrated one 
in this country. Allthatis known of ite his-

He explained 
how it must be used, and said that it was of 
great value. Although but little use in hydro- 

hobia cases had been made of the stone, still 

ere and there all over the state were persons 
who knew of its existence. Thus it happened 
that when Justice Charles Sauter, one of the 
old settlers in the town of Bloom, Cook county, 
was bitten by a dog believed to be mad, some 
one teld him. of the madstone and urged him 
him te goto it and be,treated. 

Mr. Sauter did not know exactly where the 
madstone was to be found, but thought it was 
at Danville. He started on horseback to find 
it, making inquiries as he went. Finally he 
came upon it in the on of Mr. Wolf, and 
upon its being onaiied to his wound it stack 
fast fcr nearly fonr hours, and~ then dropped 
off. Mr. Sauter was thoroughly convinced that 
the atone had saved his life, and wanted to get 
it inte possession. 

After returning to his homehe talked the 
matter up among his neighbors, and fioally a 
Mr. Slo: n and Squire Wood agreed to unite 
with h'm in buying it. When they heard, 
hov ever, that the price was $100 in gold they 
backed out. About that time Mr. Sauter was 
waking outa large number of deeds for the 
Mie} igan Central railread, and feeling 4 little 
more wealthy than usual decided tobuy the 
stone himself. Examined under a microscope 
it is seen to be full of very minute pores. The 
way in which the madstoneis used may be 
told in the words of Mrs. Sauter herself: 

“When anybody comes who has been bitten 
we open the wound if it has begun to close or 
heal over, and perhaps serape ita little, just 
enough to make the blood show itself. Then 
we put the madstone in warm water for a few 
minutes, and then put iton the wound. If 
there is no poison in it the stone will notstick 
atall, but if there is it will stick fast, so fast 
that you can swing your arm or legs, 
which ever it is on, and it will noi 
fall cff. The length of time it will 
stick to the wound varies according to the 
amount of poison and the difficulty in 
drawing it out. Sometimes it will only take 
half or three-quarters of an hour and some- 
times ten, twelve. or fifteen hours. When it 
falls off we put it in warm water for five min- 
utes or so, and the poison comes out in a sort 
of scum on the water, so that you can see it 
very plainly. There is a little sediment to be 
seen onihe water after thestone is taken out. 
We used to soak the poison Out in warm milk, 
but found the water was justas good. The 
poison wou'd turn the milk sort of green like. 

“When the poison is out of the madstone 
then we put it on the wound again, and keep 
putting iton the wound as long as if will stick. 
With some it will get all the poison out in one 
two, or three applications, but with others it 
takes weeks. We used it in one case where it 
took nixe weeks before the stone would not ad- 
here any more. When itstops sticking you may 
be sure the poison isall out. It seems some- 
times asif the stone had intelligence. Its won- 
derful. Ii remember one case, for instance, 
where a lady from Lake Zurich was bitten very 
bad)y on the leg bya maddog. There was a 
large, deep wound, and at one side of it was a 
little seratch, which we thought didn’t amount 
to anything atall. When we came to pat the 
macstone on the big wound it woaldn’t siick at 
all, and, after we had tried it two or three 
times, we were about to give it up, as sure that 
there was no poison there, when that stone, 
which had been left by itself, began to slip 
along on the lady’s leg, and when it got on the 
little scratch it stuck fast. That showed tha’ 
there was poison in that, but not in the large 
wound,” 

“Will the stone save the lives of beasts, 
too?’ 

“Oh, yes; dogs, horses and cows are often 
brought to be cured. A man in Dwight brought 
a very valuable shepherd dog once which had 
been bitten by a mad dog. The stone has 
never failed to cure. It hasthe power of draw- 
ing out all poison from wounds, whether made 
by mad dogs or rattlesnakes, or any other 
poisonous thing. One man from Thornton, 
a boy from Eagle Lake, a daughter of Mrs. 
Hayward, of Crete, and. Mrs. Wirehour,. of 
Bleomwington, have all been cured of rattle- 
spake bites.” 

“You den’t imagine that a majority of those 
who bave tried the stone would have had hy- 
drophia if they bad stayed away, do you?” 

“Perhaps not. In fact, Iam sure a ma- 
jority would not, for in most of the cases the 
store would not stick. That showed that 
there was no poisonthere. Bat the knowl- 
edge that there is no danger oi such a horrible 
discase is well worth the trouble and expense 
of trving the madstone. There have been not 
a few cases, though, concerning which there 
eonld have been no doubt. For instance, in 
February, 1S87, twomen, Bernarder and Pe- 
terson, were bitten by thesame dog. ‘The first 
diced in great agony, and Peterson was taken 
sick in exactly the same way, but he got to 
the madstone in timeand it saved him. 

“One of the best known cases we have had 
was that of Mr. Drisco, who was keeper of the 
animals in Lincoln Park. It was back in Sep- 
tember, 1879, that he got terribly bittea, and 
came here after he was pretty bad. He said 
that he felt that he was going mad, and that 
when he got here it was all he could do to re- 
strain himself from attacking veople. But the 
etone took hold of his wounds and cured him. 
He said that the instant the stone took hold he 
felta relief come over him—a sort of feeling 
that he wassaved. Anothér case, which was 
a very bad one, was that of a boy named ir- 
nest Lewis. His father, J. H. Lewis, was a 
candy manufacturer, and lived at 55t1 L1- 
Salle street. The boy was actually beginning 
to be mad when brought here, but began to get 
better the instant the madstone was put on, 
and in a few days was all right.”

Rome, Ga. February 19.—([Special.}—This 
pleasant little city, whose shores are lined by 
the waters of the Oostanaula and the Etowah, 
and from whose estuary the Coosa flows out on 
its way to the gulf, is just now astir with life 
and full of that activity which makes it one of 
the first among the cities of Georgia. Travellers 
on their way to the Alabama boom centers, are 
amazed as they stop here fora day to find & 
city independent in its business connections, 
with all the improvements of a city; with 
wholesale houses whore business runs 
up to a million, with factories represent: 
ing a dozen industries, with churches, schools, 
newspapers, and a literary life which is only 
born of colid surroundings. When they find 
that these advantages and industries are not 
the result of speculation or mushroom growth, 
but represent conservative business develop- 
ment, based upon the recognized laws of repu- 
table commerce, they are not only surprised 
but convinced that here is a city ona solid 
foundation. 

Juet look at the situation of the city. Built 

‘pon a tongue of land which runs down be- 
uween the Oostanaula and Etowah, with the 
‘Coosa as the converged stream, the city has a 
waterpower which is in itself a source of 
wealth, not to spersk of the great 
advantage to be gained from 
the navigable character of the rivers, Hight 
fine steamers which ply the rivers bring into 
the citya trade which can never be taken 
away fromit. As the water cannot be bonded 
and traded off in Wall street, every man is at 
liberty to cowmit-his freight to its bosom. It 
is nature’s navigation, which art cannot 1m- 
pair, nor combinations cripple. The territory 
whose irade is this secured to Rome is alone 
capable of supporting a city of not less than 
fifty thousand inhabitants, while the present 
population is only ten thousand. Added to 
this advantage Rome suddenly realizes that 
she isa railroad certer. The East Tennessee 
gives her connection with Atlanta, Macon and 
Florida to the south, with Montgomery, Selma, 
the Mississippi ani points in Louisiana aud 
Texas to the southwest, and ali points north 
through the Cleveland division. Then the 
Rome railroad connects with the Western and 
Atlantic, giving competition with the East 
Tennessee system. Through to the northwest, 
pointing to Decatur, A’a., now, but sure to

ecatur road, which is now under construc- 
tion. The Rome and uwarrol'ton, joining with 
the Bome and Cedartown, which is to 
run through to Chattanooga, is alsoa mine of 
wealth, 

Now, as for these lines oftravel, it would be 
well to look at their local advantages. The 
hills through which they run are 
seamed with coal and iron 
in abundance and variety to defy exhaustion, 
while the lands in the valleys yie'd the most 
generous returns of corn, wheat, potatoes, and 
every kind of grain and root crop.

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THE CORNERSTONE OF THEJASPER 
MONUMENT. 


The Imposing Ceremonies Arranged for the 
Occasion—The Presence of the Governor 
and His Staff-A Grand Military Re- 
unbion in a Martial City, 


SAVANNAH, Ga, February 19.—[Special.}— 
General Gordon laid the corner-stone ofan un- 
built monument to Sergeant Jasper on October 
9th, 1879. He then received the military 
homage of the citizen soldiery of Savannah 
Tuesday next he returns as their commander- 
in-chief. He will not in that character find 
them less cordial in their reception. But now 
he comes as the special guest of the Savannah 
Volunteer Guards battalion. All the military 
will be reviewed by him on Washington’s 
birth day, and all will vie in paying their 
highest officer such attentions as his proposed 
limited stay in Savannah will give time for. 
But the governor, his staff and accompa- 
nying ladies will be entertained by the 
guards. The battalion in arms, aud the 
reception committee, with their chairman, 
Colonel John Screven, in carriages, will meet 
their guests Tuesday morning at the depotand 
escort them to the Pulaski house where quar- 
ters wil be provided. At ten o'clock horses 
will be fnrnished General Gordon and staff and 
they will be escorted to the “parade ground” 
or ‘park extension’’—the military say parade 
ground, the city government say park exten- 
sion. Eut, to set aside this litigious difference 
of nomenclature, the governor and staff will 
be stationed just west of the memorial monn- 
ment to the confederate dead, whenge they 
will review the brigade, which will be 
commanded by Colonel George A. 
Mercer, and. which will consist of 
tle Chatham Artillery, the Georgia Hussars, 
the Savannah Volunteer Guards Battalion, 
(con panies A, B and C.) and the First Georgia 
regiment, formed out of the Irish Jasper Greens, 
under Captain John Flannery, the Oglethorpe 
Infantry, under Captain Robert Falligant, the 
Savannah Cadets under Captain H. M. Branch, 
the German Volunteers, under Captain John 
Deist, and the Bepublican Blues, under Captain 
W. D. Dixon, the successor to Captain V. Mer- 
cer. Of these organizations the guards cannot 
rank with the oldest, being a young commrnad, 
cnly eighty-five years of age. The 
evening of the 22d is the cynosure 
cf the lingering gaze of the fashion and the 
coldiery alike, for while the tramp of the 
brigade through the sandy soil will furnish a 
very pretty picture, the average voluateer 
prefers the swish of a ballroom. And your 
Atlanta ladies will find the Guards’ armory 
very nicely arranged to give a ballin. How- 
ever they know somethiug of it, at least they 
who attended the Davis german last year 
will remember it | 

The arsenal or armory has been put in some 
shape for the coming event already. Its parlors 
have been put to right a little. The sword of 


Edward T. Tatnall, with pearl handle and, 


hangs upon the walls, 
in company with other mementoes and 
symbols of war. From the eastern wall of 
the main reception room waves the battle flag 
ofthe Eighteenth Georgia battalion. The scars 
of war adorn and glority it, as numerous as the 
wounds of Stonewall Jackson’s successor. En- 
gravings of Generals Lee, Johnston aud others 
reminds one of the south’s’ broken~dream of 
autonomy.

The reading rooms, the colonel’s private 
apartments, indeed the freedom of the whole 
arsenal will be bestowed by the Guards on their 
guests asa matter of course. 

The houses and buildings along the line of 
march in the morning will also be gaily deco- 
rated in honor of the day, the soldiery and 
their guests. 

After the review on Tuesday the governor

Even since 
the governor’s last visit to Savannah a num- 
ber of buildings have been’ erected, and 
theee he is expected personally to examine. A 
reception will be given to the party, perhaps I 
should say by the party—some time during 
Tuesday.

The’ Literary Wayside---News and Notes. 

THERE seems to be, in one shape and another, 
a good deal of commoti#n in the literary circles 
of New Orleans—little movements and flutter- 
ings that give promise of the futare—a certain 
restlessness that threatens to take the shape of 
activity presently. These symptoms are by no 
means premature. The only wonder is that 
they should have been so long delayed. There 
is in New Orleans a literary atmosphere that 
ought to have been exceedingly fruitful.- The 
society—the history—the situation—of no com- 
munity affords more tempting possibilities to 
the literary artist. Only those who know New 
Orleans thoroughly can appreciate these possi- 
bilities. There the old civilization ard the 
modern go hand in hand, giving to life so pun- 
gent a flavor that the grossest realities are 
softened by a glamorur of romance. There 
have been various attempts to reproduce these 
delicately tinted pictures in literature. Mr. 
Cable has dealt with some phases of life in 
New Or!eans, but his most ambitious work, “The 
Grandissimes,”’ lacks unity and is crude when 
regarded as a whole. His “Dr. Sevier” deals 
with moral problems, and is not in any large 
sense a picture of New Orleans life. It is a 
difficult matter to handle, indeed. Recognize 
ing this fact, that fine genius Lafcadio Hearne 
prefers to dea, with the romance of older and 
remoter civilizations. Under all the circum- 
stances, it is natural that the restlessness to 
which we have alluded should seek expression. 
We have before us, as the result of it, the fist 
number of Art and Letters, an illustrated b:- 
monthly magazine, published by the Artists’ 
association of New Orleans. I¢ is not fair to 
judge the future of a magazine by its first 
number. Art and Letters is beautifully printed, 
but in respect of both its art and letters there 
is a certain crudeness tbat seems somehow to 
have a habitation in these fair provincss of 
curs. The sketched frontispiece, “Fall Time 
in Florida,” by B. A. Wikstrem, is marred— 
ruined in fact— by two weak and ineffective 
figures that destroy the beauty and pathos of 
the scene. Then the magazine has a prefatory 
announcement which appears to have erita- 
nated from a female seminary. It is entitled 
“Proem.” But Art and Letters promises well, 
and we trust it may succeed beyond the expect- 
ations of its conductors. There is a touching 
poem by Mrs. M. E. M. Davis, a story by Mrs. 
Mary Ashley Townsend, and other articles of 
more or less interest; but the feature of the 
number is Julie K. Wetherill’s “‘Rondel.”’

Piofessor T. F. Crane, of Cornell, is to edit for 
the English Folk-Lore socicty the ‘“‘Exempla,”’ or 
illustrative stories in the sermones vulgares of 
Jacques de Vitry, bishop of Acre and historian of 
the crusades. These stories, about 300 in number, 
have never before been edited, but they are of 
high value to the folk-lore specialist, They con- 
tain every variety of story, from the jest tothe 
centre devot, and are specially rich in fables, 
among them the oldest European version of ‘‘The 
Milkmaid andthe Pot of Milk.’

“art of the committee of invalid pensions bill 
indicates that the representatives iutend to 
make as much fuss as possible over this matter. 
The republican element in the house is mainly 
dominated by a set of men who are not broad 
enough to see that the best feeling of the 
country, regardless of party  aflilia- 
tion. is back of the veto. 
They think they seea chance to make political 
capital in the north by vigorous kicking and 
vociferous howling against the veto, This bad 
temper was intensified by the indiscreet action 
of Mr. Breckenridge, of Arkansas, this morn- 
ing. When the report of the committe was 
offercd, Mr. Matson, of Indiana, asked leave to 
bave it printed in the Record, 

“T oject” cried Mr.Breckenridge. Then the 
members of the committee demanded the 
readi! f the report so as to force it into the 
Record. Mr. Breckenridge held that this was 
out cf o:der until the report came up for con- 
sideratiou. Speaker Carlisle overruled the 
point of crder. but before he could do so, an 
colloquy occurred between 
Mr. Breckenridge and a dozen 
republican members. The gentleman 
from A:kansas was hot, and the republicans 
did their best to aggravate him by jeers and 
laughter at his indignant protest against 
the reading of the report. Finally the clerk 
was allowed to proceed with the reading. The 
only result of Mr. Breckenridge’s objection 
was to make an undignified scene in the house 
ard waste time which might have been 
applied to the great bulk of business 
awaiting the attention of the house. The re- 
port, which favors the passage Of the bill over 
the veto, willcome in next Thursday. It is 
the intention of Mr. Matson, chairman of the 
committee, to get a vote without debate, if pos- 
sible, but some of the republicans are in favor 
of demanding a few hours within which to 
air their views. Speaker Carlisle 
thinks the bill will lack about twenty votes of 
the two-third necessary to pass it over the veto, 
Its final defeat is generally conceded. 

Nothing definite is yet known as to who will 
be next secretary of the treasury. Mr. Car- 
lisie’s friends profess great confidence in his 
appoiniment, but there is absolutely nothing 
new in the situation. 

Sez ater Brown today offered an amendment 
to increase the appropriation _for 
Savannal harbor from $65,000 to $150,000 
Both Georgia senators supported the amend- 
ment, with a strong showing for Savannah, but 
it failed because the senate is determined not 
to raise the figures reported by its commerce 
committee. 

Senator Colquitt will attend the banquet of 
the Young Men’s Democratic club of Brooklyn 
next Tuesday night, and will respond to the 
toast to “Our President.” 

Though the senate committee has reported 
adversely on the nomination of Public Printer 
Benedict, his confirmation is reasonably cer- 
tain. Every democratic senator will support 
him, and he will have three or four votes from 
ihe republican side.

The report stats that two facts will arrest the 
aitention of anyone who reads the dent’s 
message. The first is that no objection is made 
to the billon any ground of its constitution- 
ality; or the right of congress to enact the law 
is not questioned. The other is, that the first 
section of the bill is not touched upon by the 
message, and no intimation is given by the 
president as to whether that section, of itself, 
embodying as it does an independent proposi- 
tion, and in the precise form specifically urged 
by the secretary of the interior in his last an- 
nual report, meets with his approval or dissp- 
proval. 

The committee then analyzes objections 
vague in its provisions in that it might apply 
to verions grades of disability or dependency, 
aud submits to the judgment of -the house and 
country that these who framed the bill after 
months of careful consideration have made no 
mistake, and have confined the bill to one 
class--and that claSs can be well defined as con- 
sisting of those totally disabled or dependent 
on their daily labor for support. 

We regret, says the committee, the interpreta- 
tion put on the bill in the message as an excuse, 
rather iban a reason, for returning it to the house, 
and believe we do no injustice to the executive, 
when considering the whole message, to say that, 
if iis provisions had been platuer, and no question 
could have been raised as to whether it included 
only thore unable to labor, he would have inter- 
ported his objection. : é' ; 4 

It passes thecomprehension of this committee to 
uncerstend how the president could have over- 
looked in another bill (the Mexican pension bill) 
what are alleged as faults in this bill. | , 
Such distinction madc by the veto of the president 
the committee cannot hbelleve will ve indorsed 
anywhere by the patriotic sentiment of the coan- 
ry. 

Referring to the expenditures of money 
which the enactment of this bill into a law 
would necessitate the committee contends the 
estimate of president is extravagant; but says 
that no consideration of possible cost should be 
allowed to come between dependent soldiers 
and the relief they are entitled to receive from 
the country which they helped to save. Re- 
ducing the whole question to one of money 
expediency it seemed to the committee that 
the surplus in the treasury can be best restored 
to the people in the manner proposed in the 
bill. No bonded interest or huge monopolies 
could claim the money for itsown. It would 
zo to people in small amountsand would cireu- 
late among them. The bill had been asked 
foronevery hand. Protests against it had 
only come from money centers where all the 
money that did not turn their mill was con- 
sidered as worse than wasted. 

In conclusion, the committee submitted that 
the general tone of the message was to be fairly 
taken as expressive, in advance, of the presi- 
dent’s purpose to use the executive power to 
prevent any further legislation that would add 
any new class to the pension list, or materially 
increase thecost thereof, based on the idea 
that the country was against it. The commit- 
tee was aware that there was a sentiment of 
that kind, but insisted that it was not a con- 
trolling one. The committee was loth to be- 
lieve that the people of the country were will- 
ing for the defenders of the nation’s honor to 
live during their declining years in misery and 
want. On the contrary it believed that the 
people would prefer that those who made the 
laws should err on the _ side of 
mercy rather than on the _ side of 
too rigid an economy in expenditures of public 
money in this direction; and it further be- 
lieved that, if more taxes, or eveu a differout 
kind of taxes, were unecessary to meet this de- 
mand. they would be cheerfully paid by tie 
people. 


‘‘Holéeing fast,’ says the committee, ‘‘to these 


views of our duties as legislators, and with a cheer- , 


ful willingness to answer here and elsewhere for 
the results of hunest labors to relieve the indigent 
solciers of our Common country, in any section of 
it. Coming as they do from the many wars in 
which we have been engaged, and with every con- 
fidence Of aright verdict upon the whole matter, 
we submit our bill again for the judgmentof the 
house, and ask forit the most rigid criticism, be- 
lieving it will tend to strengthen rather than to 
weakenit.

The report was listened to with great atten- 
tion, though the reading was several times in- 
terrupted with applause, which broke out 
afresh when the coneluding sentence of the re- 
port showed that the committee was unauni- 
mous in its recommendation. 

Mr. Matson asked: unanimous consent that 
consideration be deferred untll Thurs lay next, 
and upon an objection being interposed by Mr. 
Bragg, of Wisconsin, made a motion to that 
effect, which was carried—131 to 21. 

The speaker announced the appointment of 
Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, as conferee 
on the trade dollar bill, in place of Mr. Scott, 
of Pennsylvania, who is absent. 

Mr. Lanham, of Texas, presented a confer- 
ence report upon the trade dollar billand it was 
agreed to witbout debate or division. 

The house then went into committes of the 
whole for further consideration of senate 
amendments to the sundry civil appropriation 
bill. 

When the senate amendment appropriating 
$2 000 for the erection of fences around ceme- 
teries in which confederate dead are buried, 
near Colimbusand on Johnson’s Island, Ohio, 
was reached, Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, raised 
a point of order against the further amend- 
ment attached by the appropriations commit- 
tee, directing the setretary of war to report to 
congress the number of union and confederate 
dead who are not buried in national, state, city 
or town cemeteries, and the probable cost of 
fencing and making their graves. 

The point was sustained, and the commit- 
tee’s amendment to the senate amendment was 
stricken out. 

Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, moved to concur 
in the senate amendment with an amendment 
directing the secretary of war to make an in- 


quiry as to the number of union soldiers buried 


in the same cemeteries with confederates, and 


whether their resting places are unfenced and f 


unmarked. 

This amendment was also ruled out ona« 
point of order. 

After considerable debate, the senate amend- 
ment under discussion was non-concurred in 
for the purpose of enabling the conference 
committee to frame a measure in accordance 
with the view of both sides of the house. 

Without further action, the committee rose 
and the house adjourned. 


SEND IN THE TRADE DOLLARS. 


The Bill for Their Redemption as it Passed 
Congress. 
WASHINGTON, February 19.—Following is 
the text of the trade dollar bill as it passed 
both houses: 


Be it enacted, ete., That for a period of six 
mopths after the passage of this act United States 
trade dollars, if not defaced, mutilated or stamped, 
shall be received at the office of the treasurer, or 
any assistant treasurer, of the United States, in ex- 
change foralike amount, dollar tor dollar, of 
standard silver dollars, or subsidiary coins of the 
United States, 

Section 2. That trade dollars received by, paid 
to, or deposited with, the treasurer or any assist- 
ant treasurer, or national bank depostory, of the 
United States shall not be paid ont, orin any 
other manner issued, but, at the expense of the 
United States, shall be transmitted to the coinage 
mints and recoined into standard silver dollars or 
subsidiary coin at the discretion of the secretary 
of the treasury; provided, that the trade dollars 
recoined under this act shall not be counted as 
part of the silver bullion required to be purchased 
and coined into standard dollars asrequired by the 
act of February 28, 1875. 

Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws author- 
izing coinage and issuance of United States trade 
dollars are hereby repealed.

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MRS. CLEVELAND HOLDS HERLAST 
PUBLIC RECEPTION. 


More«People Than at Any Similar Event -A Lin! 
tix Deep Three Biocks ia Length Several La- 
dies in the Line Fain*-I eidents 
of the G.and Occasion. 


WASHINGTON, February 19.—Mrs. Cleveland 
had her last public reception this afternoon, 
and it was «atiended by more peoples thai any 
similar event «t the white house. The crowd 
was compesed mainly of ladies, and its number 
was estimated at 10,000. Members of several 
excursion parties from Baltimore, Brooklyn 
and other places helped to swell the throng. 
People began to asseemble at the white house 
hours before the time set for opening the doors. 
The reception began at 3 o’clock and lasted till 
5 o'clock. 

At 2:30 o'clock the crowd in front of the house 
extended in line, six abreast, from the main 
doorway, through the grounds out at the west 
gate, and along Pennsylvania avenue as far as 
Fifteenth street, a distance equal to more than 
three clty blocks. Constant accessions were 
received from all direciions, and the line be- 
c:rme so dense that several ladies fainted and 
had to be taken away. When the doors were 
finally opened the people surged in in streams 
that seemed to grow larger and larger. Those 
who entered first had been standing 
on the porch for at least two 
hours, after payirg their respects to Mrs. Cleve- 
land and the ladies who assisted her, Miss 
Cleveland,| Mrs. Folsom, Miss Endicott and 
Miss Lamar, the people lingered to admire the 
beautiful decorations of the house, and seemed 
in no hurry to depart. As a consequence, the 
house scon became uncomfortably crowded, 
and lecomotion was slow and difficult. It. 
therefore, became absolutely necessary to close 
the door at exactly 5 o’clock, and {tarn awsy 
many hundreds of ladies who had taken their 
placesgat the end of the line soon after it 
began to move. 

“There was one incident of the reception that 
caused considerable criticism. Ladies who 
came to the house on foot were compelled to 
take their places at the foot of the line; many 
of those who came in carriages, however, were 
allowed to alight on the porch and take posi- 
tions near the head of the line. This apparent 
discrimination was noticed by the pedes- 
trians at once, and many of them 
seeing an essy way to improve their position, 
at a slight expense, hired waiting carriages to 
take them a short distance out lof the Jgrouuds 
and to bring them back to the porch where 
they could get better places. Carriage drivers 
reaped quite a harvest by these short trips. 
The managers of the reception were tod busy 
with the crowd inside to observe or stop the 
imposition being practiced on the outside. 


MONTANA‘'S ARCTIC WINTER. 


The Country Snowed Under and Many Hu- 
man Lives in Danger. 

LivINGstTon, Mon., February 17.—There is 
serious apprehension that there will be appall- 
ing loss of human life in Montana. Snow be- 
gan falling in the middle of November, and 
there is now more on the ground than at any 
time during the past ten years. Most of the 
stage roads are entirely closed up, and traiags 
are running at irregular intervals, some being 
four and five daysapart. The supply of fuel 
is 39imost exbausted. Three days ago coal was 
selling at $60 a ton at Fort Benton, and now it 
can hardly be purchased at less price. The 
snow is drifted to enormous depths, and people 
living at mountain bases are inimminent dan- + 
ger of meeting a horrible fate beneath an ava- 
lanche or by freezing to death. Should another 
protracted storm occur itis believed hundreds 
vould succumh toits terrors. As it is, more poo- 
ple have been frozen to death this winter than 
for a quarter of acentury. The snow will be 
«long time disappearing even with chinook 
winds, asa solid sheet of ice an inch thick 
formed over it late in January, and since that 
time nearly two feet have fallen. The cold has 
been intense, varying from 49° below zero at 
Livingston and Helen to 609° below at Fort 
Shaw and Fort Assiniboine. In the vicinity of 
the Little Jennie and Grand Central mines, on 
Bald mountain, the snow is eight feet deep on 
the level and travel is impossible except on 
snow-shoes. 

Hvron, Dak., February 19 
commenced Thursday has not yet coased.

ASSINEBOURNE, Mont., February 19.—For a 
period extending over the past six weeks unpre- 
cedented snows, blizzards and gales of wind have 
raged through the northern and western por- 
tions of Montana, until a man’s only safety de- 
pended upon his remaining within the house, 
and even the oldest settlers acknowledge that 
the winter is the most severe of any for the 
last ten years, For days in succession the 
thermometer lingered between 10° and 40° be- 
low zero, and during one period of twenty-four 
hours registered 57° below zero. The main 
range of the Rockies has along its en- 
tire length through Moutana from two 
tosix feetof snow,and thereisan average 
depth~ of twenty inches upon the prairies. 
Drifts have formed upon the cattle ranges in 
Coules and along stage routes to a remarkable 
depth, andthe surface of the snow is covered 
witha crust toothick for cattle to break in 
order that they may reach the grass. Stock of 
all kinds is suffering in a most fearful manner, 
and while some of thecattle men estimate a 
probable loss of 25 per cent, a majority claim 
to have quit figuring on lesses now and will be 
thankful if they have enough left to start 
anew in the spring. Hay is very—Sscarce 
and naturally in great demand, as 
high as $50 per ton being paid with alacrity. 
The various mail coach lines have been great- 
est sufferers by impassable roads, delay of the 
mails, and mortality among their stock, the 
Helena and Benton Stage company alone hav- 
ing lost thirty head ef horses since Christmas. 
Should a prolonged chinook (warm wind) set 
in now there would be a sudden break up of 
the Missouri river from Benton down, 
causing tremendous and an 
immense amount destruction. 
At all events, there will be a big river and a 
long season of navigation the coming summer. 
The great and continued cold weather has 
caused in many places a serious fuel famine. 
At this place, where thousands of cords of 
wood are consumed annually, the sapply con- 


tracted for to last the fiscal year ending Jane 
30, is nearly exhausted, and it will be 
impossible to secure more at the pres- 
ent time. In the town of Fort Ben- 
ton, the question of fuel is becoming 
most serious, especially to the poorer classes 
whoare unable to pay the exorbitant prices 
demanded. Inferior cottonwood is easily sold 
at $14 per cord, and ranchmen living along 
Tenton bring in green willow poles and dis 
pose of them at from $7 to $12 a load. Tae 
last train of wagons loaded with merchandise 
was over 30 days reaching Benton from Helena, 
100 miles. '

There is also a significant 
subsidence in war rumors. This, the opposition 
say, is because the government no longer con- 
siders stich an i. ailment necessary 
to excite the electorates, though 
official circles are the scene of victory, they 
are much less confident that their majority 
will be large. Their most sanguine estimates 
increases the number of conservatives from 75 
to 56, and national liberals from 50 to 69, and 
reduces the Freisinnigen from 67 to 50, leaving 
other sections about the same as before. The 
septennist majority is dependent upon a sp it 
in the center party, in which it is caleniated 
there «ure 69 triennis's against 36 septennists. 
If this estimate is realized and the government 
fails to obtain a submissive majority for all its 
purposes, the new reichstag will vote fur the 
brilitary bill, but will be equally raady, as was 
the last reichstag,to resist Bismarckian projects 
for recuring permanent supplies. The social- 
ists hope to return thirty-four candidates, an 
increase of ten over their number in the last 
reichstag. The progressists are the only party 
with moderate expectations. They wil! be grat- 
ifed if they retain their former force. 
The results of elections will be 
known definitely Tuesday night. A search of 
houses in Alsace-Lorraive for suspected ad- 
herents of the French Patriotic league still 
continues, and numerous persons have been ar- 
rested, including several prominent mannfie- 
hang of Mithausen and merchants of Stras- 
yurg. 

The Journal of Alsace says that no incrimi- 
nating documents have been found, but the 
hordes of chief procerator sending a nnum- 
ber of prisoners to Leipsic for trial 
charged with high treason, is based upon evi- 
dence obtained from the police lists of mem- 
bers of the league from orders issued by the 
Alsactian committee and from othcr papers.

LONDON, February 19.—The Times advises 
that no time be lost in effecting a settlement 
of the fisheries dispute between the United 
States and Canada before the fishing season 
opens, because after its commencement the 
dispute may be complicated by fresh seizares 
of fishing vessels. The Canadians, says the 
Times, as well as their neighbors, must be 
prepared to waive some of the rights for 
which they have been stickling. 


' GHe Differs With Jacobini. 

STRASBURG, February 19.—Very Reverend 
Dr. Stampf, coadjutor to the Roman Catholic 
bishop of Strasburg, has issued a letter to the 
clergy of the diocese condemning the manifes- 
to of Cardinal Jacobini, directing the center 
party of Germany to support the septennate. 
The docter declares that the cardinal’s views 
corresponded neither with the pope’s ideas nor 
instructions.

A SUSPICIOUS DEATHS. 


Sensational Stories Concerning a Case in 


Nashville. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 19.—[{Special.] 
Very sensational stories are afloat concerning 
the death of Mrs. Whiteman, wife of T. H. 
Whiteman, which occurred yesterday morning 
at 2 o'clock. The remains of the dead woman 
are yet uriburried. Rumor is that the woman 
was a victim of the most criminal neglect on 
the part of those whose duty it was to give her 
attention.No one in the neighborhood appears to 
be satisfied with the explanation given of her 
death, and criticisms have grown to 
suspicions. Dr. Johnson, who lives 
in the neighborhood says he was 
summoved Thursday nightand discovered at 
once that the woman was in a dying condi- 
tion. She seemed to him to be laboring under 
the influence of some powerful opiate. Mike 
Combs, who had the body prepared for burial, 
says the women of the neighborhood whisper 
vaguely about the matter. Coroner Wood de- 
clines to talk about the affair. Mitchell was 
solicited this morning to go and look into the 
matter, Johnson declined to issue a certify to 
Undertaker Holmes upon which to obtain a 
permit for removing the remains. Whiteman 
moved inte the cottrge, 87 Wharf avenue, 
about two months since, buf little or nothing 
has been known of the inmates of his 
home, save the coming and going of Whiteman 
and the occasional purchasing done by 
& woman who he told the neighbors was his 
housekeeper. There was quite a disparity in 
the yearsof Whiteman and his wife, she being 
several years his senior. Mrs. Whiteman has 
been a confirmed invalid from paralysis for 
two years. The matter is being thoroughly 
investigated.

AvstTtn, Texas, February 19—Hon. Gustave 
Cook, criminal district judge of Galveston and 
Harris counties, has memoralized the legisla- 
ture on the ontrage of the United States senate 
in examining into the Wasaington county al- 
leged outrages. The memorial is as follows: 

‘*To the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State ef Texas:—As a citizen of the state, I beg 
to memorialize your honorabie bodies and re:pect- 
fully ask the passage of the following joint resola- 
tion as an expression of the people of Texas: 

‘*Be it resolved by the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives of the state of Texas, That the action 
ef a majority of the United States senate in caus 
ng a committee to investigate charges agains: 
the people of Washington county upon the insti- 
gation of a trio of disreputable renegades, who are 
fugitives from justice, if not from legal prosecu 
tion, is insulting to Texas as 
well as every other state in the 
union; is unwarranted by law and witnout the 
scope of the senate’s authority. That being so, any 
appropriations or expenditure of money, belong- 
ing to the United States for such purpose is a 
fraudulent conversion thereof without the consent 
of the owner and is embezzlement, a felony under 
the law, andits author should be punished by 
confinement in the penitentiary for not less than 
two nor more than ten years; and be it further 

Resolved, that it is the sense of the 
senate and house of i répresentatives 
Texas that this conduct of the 
United States is actuated by partisan motives and 
promoted by a class whose very pretention to pa- 
triotism is evinced by hatred and malevolence to- 
wards oe ofthe south, whom they have 
persistently persecuted by every manner and 
means of expression they couldinvent since they 
have felt fally assured that the southern people 
were helpless and unable to resist their tyranny 
or resent their insults; and be it further 
_ Resolved, That in our best judgment no citizen 
is bound to obey their pretended authority in this 
behalf, and the civil authorities are advised to in- 
terpose all Jawful means for the protection of our 
citizens against this unlawful and high-handed 
usurpation. [Signed,| GUSTAVE CooK. 

The legislature has taken no action upon the 
memorial and the members are in a quandary 
as to what disposition to make of it, there be- 
ing a diversity of opinion.

want to bury it, while others agree with Judge 
Cook and may make an effort to bring it up for 
disposal.

TOLD ON THE STAND. 


Before the Senate Committee 
Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, February 19.—In the Texas 
investigation today, Riggs P. Hackworth, 
white, brother ofone of the memorialists, was 
sworn and examined. Heis a justice of the 
peace of Brenham and a republican. The feel- 
ing towards republicans following the eloction 
last November was very bitter. Witness 
was several times advised by democratic 
friends not to stay at his home, and in 
consequence he left for a time with 
his family. On one occasion he was informed 
that acrowd had assembled threatening to go 
and shoot into witnesses’ house. This was the 
day that his brother, a memorialist, left Bren- 
ham. Witness was asked to describe the cir- 
cumstances of his brother’s leaving. He said 
he bad heard a great many threats to- 
ward his brother. His brother told 
him he had sold his property 
and was to leave the nextday. Half an hour 
later a democratic friend came into witness's 
oftice and pointed to a crowd of forty or fifty 
men on the street and said they insisted on his 
brother leaving that night. Witness got his 
mother to persuade his brother to’ leave that 
night. Witness, however, called upon a prom- 
inent democratic friend to ask if his brother 
could remain until the next day, fearing his 
house would be burned down before he could 
get pay forit. This friend said Judge Kirk 
aseured him he could control the crowd, 
but the friend finally -concluded that 
his brother had better leave that night, 
and to (facilitate his departure, this 
friend drew his check’ for $100. Witness 
and two or three friends escorted his brother 
to the depot at saven o’clock that evening. 
There was acrowd of several hundred men at 
the depot, but they did nothing except to raise 
a yellasthetrain pulled out. Witness held 
an inquest over the bodies of the three lynched 
negroes. The inquestcontinued all day and 
then adjourned over two days to get more evi- 
dence. During this interval two of the jurors 
asked the witness to call the jury togsther and 
have the thing finished, as they had been 
warned not to ask too many questions and 
were afraid. ; 

On cross-examination, witness said 
he received two written notices to leave 
and several verbal warnings by friends to look 
out. 

©.—Well, hadn’t there been a great many 
republican cfiice holders in Washington county 
before? 

A.— Yes, sir. 

Q.—Now, inasmuch as republican office hold- 
ers had been in office there without any threats 
or molestation before, how do you account for 
the fact that threats were made at this time? 

A.—I account for it this way: that the re- 
publican ticket was elected this time and the 
democrats didn’t want to give up the offices, 
and by that plan they could seare off repuli- 
cans from contesting. 

Witness further explained that until two 
years ago the republicans had held offices, but 
two years ago, owing to a_ split, 
the democrats were  victorions. he 
republicans surrendered the offices, and it was 
as witnees thought, to retain the hold the dem- 
ocrats thus acquired that they created the 
excitement of last November, Witness for 
time sent his family to houses of neighbors 
spend nights, while witness himself sometimes 
spent the night in the woods and at others 
stayed at home surrounded by a guard of 
friends. 

Senator Eustis named several republican 
cffice holders who are now serving in Washing- 
ton county, and witness said in reply to inqui- 
ries that though they had received notices to 
leave, they had not been disturbed in the dis- 
charge of their duties. 

Paul Fricke, (white), was sworn. He 
isa republican. The antipathy of democrats 
towards Hackworth, he said, wasdae chiefly 
to the fact that he had been the strongest of 
the leaders of colored republicansand one in 
whom they had most th for twenty years. 
There was noattempt toarray the colored 
people against the whites. 

Florent D. Jodon, white, resident for twenty 
years of Brenham, counsel for the memerial- 
ists; a prohibitionist in local affairs and an in- 
dependent in politics generally, testified that 
Schuetz, one of the petitioness for an investi- 
gation, did not take an active part in the ele*- 
tion because witness advised him it was incon- 
sistent with the dignity of the office that he 
was running for—that of county judge. Every- 
thing went off quietly at Brenham until 
the evening, when Judge Kirk tried to 
raise a row with the republicans. It 
was the general feeling that evening that the 
republicans had carried the county. Witness 
was counsellor of eight negroes, who were con- 
fined in jailon the charge of murder, in de- 
fault of $500 bail, under commitment of the 
county judge. The commitmeat wss ri lica- 
lous, the judge having no jarisdiction except 
over misdemeanors, and murder beiag an ua- 
bailable crime until after examination. Th> 
negroes were transferred from Brenham to 
Houston, because of the excitement, and #ere 
afterwards returned to Brenham, it beiag 
thought that the excitement had died on’ 
Witness himself thought that there wouli 
be no danger, but three were 
hanged a few days after wards, 
| and on the very day counsel, with witness, 
tried to get a writ of habeas corpus.

vestigation, they found that witness had used 


every means in his power to create a sentiment 
in favor of the murderers, and that in order to 
ayoid trouble witness was ordered to leave 
the county in ten days. Witness had 
heard that Judge Kirk had received 
a threatening notice. Mr. Rankin, 
editor of Brenham Banner, accused Schuetzof 
writing it and witness of abetting it and said 
the county would run with blood if the 
thing was not stopped. Judge Kirk, whea 
witness asked him about the matter said he 
did not know who wrote the letter but that if 
any democrat was killed the country would 
stink with corpses. Witness told both parties 
that Scheutz and himself had no connection 
with the letter; that republicans were too much 
afra'd to send such notices and at first, wit- 
ness intended to leave the county, but fiuall 
got a gun and revolver to defend himself, tt 
necessary, and witness’ anxiety 
died out to some exten’, 
but continued up to the time of the presentin 
vestigation. Witness was not active in the 
camyjaign and never received any warning un- 
til after he became counsel for the negroes. 
Witness never heard ofany reward being offer- 
ed or attempt made to apprehend the persons 
who banged the three negroes or who raided 
the ballot boxes. Some democrats expressed 
indignation at these outrages, while others 
said it wasa white man’s country; that the 
whites paid taxes and proposed to run the 
country. 

On cross-examination by Senator Pugh, 
witness said he had ne personal knowledge to 
afford a clue to who raided the ballot boxes. 

In ansWer to Senator Spooner witness said it 
was practically useless for witness to practice 
law in Brenham, as he could not get justice be- 
fore Judge Kirk.

Macon, Ga., February 19.—[Special.]—For 
many months there have existed organizations 
Of reckless and evil disposed persons in the 
suburbs of Macon. Emboldened by frequent 
escapades they have made life very tiresome 
to steadier citizens whose business called them 
in the outlying districts after dark. Street 
cars bave been blown up with torpedoes; boxes, 
yates and chicken coops have been torn down 
and carried away, and occasionally glass 
bas been broken. Other deeds of darkness 
bave been committed, and peace-loving people 
have been seriously annoyed, anda _ few indi- 
yiduals have even been bold enough to protest 
against such conduct. THE CoNnsTITUTION has 
frequently called attention to these matters 
but heretofore nobody has been equal to the 
task of suppressing them. 

The Sandy Bottom Clippers has been one 
eithe mot widely known of these gangs. 
They bave not been very conspicuous since the 
Jim Mocre lynching, except when the street 
car mule was so badly injured by an explosion 
cut there. Then the inbabitants of Sandy 
Bottom met and passed various resolutions, and 
changed the name of that locality to “Mechan- 
jesville.” It seems, however, that a suburb by 
any other name can be as unsavory, and Sandy 
Bottom has at last produced a full-blooded 
tragedy. 

One of the Clippers today sleeps the long 
eternal s!umber in a bloody shroud, and an- 
other feverishly tosses on a couch of pain with 
a broken head. 

There was 2 bal! last night at a house at the 
corner of Giles and McIntosh streets, just as 
you rise the hill beyond Sandy Bottom. The 
lippers attended the ball and a Sprinkling of 
the Tracy Bottom Night Hawks enjoyed the 
festivities. 

When Patrolman Frank B. Thorpe went off 
duty at midnuightand bheand Homer Snow, who 
lives near by, decided to visit the ball. They 
went to Mr. Tischerea’s house, where Thorpe 
exchanged his uniform for a dress coat and 
went on to the ball. 

After a time, a row broke out, and Bud Sat- 
terfield struck a young man named Amerson 
in the face, blacking his eye and causing his 
lip toswellup.

Tom Faircloth, who has been going with 
the boys a long time, tells a very straight 
story about it. He said: “I did not see Thorps

in my life, He shook 

hands with Bassettand they made up their 

quarre], Thorpe saying that he had nothing 

against the boys, and afterwards going inside 

and asking pardon of the ladies if he had of- 

fended them or said or done anything that 
might hurt anybody's feelings. 

“Jim Bassett, Tom Farrow, George Collins, 
Bud Satterfield and Ed Builington then left 
the house asthe ball was breaking up, aad 
went down the street to the Faircloth sturea 
and stopped at the corner, swearing they were 


~~~. going to wait till Thorpe and Snow came 


along and then whip Snow. 

“lsaw Thorpe and Snow as they came out, 
and begged them notto go down there, as I 
knew these fellows were waiting there for a 
row. Thorpe wentinside at Tischerau’s and 
changing the dress coat for his uniform 
he came out again, and in reply to my expostu- 
lations he remarked that he had nothing 
sgainst those fellows and should pass them 
without speaking. 

“T stopped at the rear corner of the store and 
watched them. When Thorpeand Snow came 
to where’ Bassett and the others 
were, they told them to halt, 
and Bzis:ett_made some remark to Snow 
and struck him inthe breast. Then I heard 
Thorpe, who had just litacigar, ask Bassett if 
he bad done anything to hurt their feelings, 
and Bassett replied that he had, having drawn 
a pistol on him, ‘and,’ continued Bassett, ‘I’m 
not afraid of you and your d——4d pistol 
toth.’ Then I fheard the sound of blows, 
eursing and scuffling, and then.a pistol went 
eff, and Snow, who had taken refuge with me, 
took to his heels. 

“I went around the house and came to the 
front on the other side where I found Mr. 
Johnson and Bassett and two or three others. 
Bassett was sitting on the steps, apparently 
stupefied, and I got Mr. Johnson to hold mea 
light while I went down into tho ditch and 
found Tom Farrow dead. His head was 
aoubled over under his breast, and I striizht- 
He 
bad on brass knuckles, and Thorpe’s club was 
under him, and he was qguitedead. I went 
after the coroner.” 

George Collins swore to substantially the 
same facts, only that he saw Tom Farrow 
when he and Thorpe clinched, and 
they both staggered into the ditch, which is 
about four feet deep, and that the pistol was 
fired while thgy were in there, and that Thorpe 
jumped and clambered out of the ditch and 
ran off down the street. 

Ed Buffington swore to the same facts sub- 
stantially. 

Faircloth identified the brass knuckles, say- 
ing that he saw Tom with a pair exactly like 
them on his fist, and that Tom struck the post 
as he left i1e ball room, remarking, ‘couldn't 
J hita bard lick with them?’ He said that 
tke boys were speaking of the Sandy Bot- 
tom Clippers, and that when Jim Bassett said 
*They're the finest, and nobody can’t bulldoze 
us,” the othersloudly assented. 

The jury then wentover to Jim Bassett’s 
house and questioned him. Bassett had his 
head bound up, and he seemed to be very bitter 
against Thorpe. He tol?’the story of how 
Thorpe first drew apistol in the porch at the 
houre where the ball was given, then told how 
they made itallup. He said that he thought 
Thorpe must have been drunk, as he appeared 
very eager forarow. Hesaid that when he 
accosted Snow and struck him, that then 
Thorpe asked him (Bassett) as to whether he 
had done anything to offend them, and Bassett 
replied that he had by drawing his pistol on 
them; that Thorpe got mad _ and 
struck him (Bassett)on the head, stunning 
lim, and that he then turned and leveling his 
pistol, shot Tom Farrow, and that when Tom 
fell in the ditch, Thorpe ran down and put the 
brass knuckles on the dead man’s hand and in 
his burry left his club, and fled. 

The absurdity of some of this testimony was 
quite apparent. asthe knuckles were on his 
hand and the hand clasping them as if for a 
blow, and the club was imbedded in the soft 
earth under Farrow’s body when found. Bas- 
sett evidently tried to show up Thorpe in the 
darkest of possible co'ors. 

The jury baving been mostly obtained in the 
immediate neighborhood, and one of them be- 
ing a near kinsman of one of the injured men, 
were naturally not ina position to look at the 
case in the light of disinterested specta‘o s. 

Faircloth and Buffington both testified as to 
Thorpe’s knocking Bassctt silly with the club, 
and then of the struggle that immediately 
tovk place while Bassett wus still dizzy from 
fhe effects of the blow, and both were satisfied, 
as were others, that the shot was fired while 
the men were in the ditch. 

Tho: pe was not present, but his uncle, Major 
Cicero Thorpe, a well known citizen, was there 
and he said that Frank reached his place about 

four o'clock this morning after changing his 
clothes athis boarding house. He told his 
nmicle that he had been in arow, and that he 
had clubbed one man and shot at another and

The jury could not 
agree, and after a good deal of jowering, nine 
of them signed a verdict of murder and the 
other three signed it, protesting that it was 
their belief that it was clearly a case of justi- 
fiable homicide, which view the evidence fally 
sustained. t :

Injunction. 

SAVANNAH, Ga. February 19.—[Special.] 
—Today ~ in the superior court, 
he case of the Mechanics furniture 
company, et. al. versus 5S. - Hermann 
and Julius Levkoy, came up for a hearing. This 
case is entitled todeathless renown, if the cele- 
brity of a case can be measured by the num- 
bers and distinction of advocates engaged in 
it. On the second of this February, the com- 
plainants, who are all foreign creditors, 
represented by Chariton and Mackall, Garrard 
and Meldvim and Newman and Lawton and 
Cunningham and Lawton, filed a bill for -ia- 
junction and receiver against Hermann’s, who 
bas a furniture establishment here, uoder the 
insolvent traders actof 1881.

The Mystery Now Grows Deeper Than |

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THE |MURDER{OF DR. THOMPSON. 


Ruthlessly Shot Down bya Party of Texan 
Outlaws. 

GAINESVILLE, Ga., February 19.—[{Special.]— 
Intelligence has been received hére that Dr. 
W. H. Thompson, formerly of Dawson county, 
Ga., was murdered at Axle, Texas, a smail 
place near Waco. None of the particulars per- 
taining to the murder have been received here. 
Colonel Geo. P. Looper, of Gainsville, received 
a telegram from Axle, Texas, Tuesday after- 
noon, stating that Dr. Thompson had been 
murdered, and asking advice as to what dis- 
position should be made of the body. 

Colonel Lope telegraphed to embalm the 
body and ship it to Gainesville atonce. Noth- 
ing more has been heard concerning the matter. 

The relatives are here awaiting the arrival 
of the remains. 

Dr. Thompson was a young man abont 
twenty-eight years of age and graduated at the 
Atlanta M -dical college about four years ago. 
Dr. Thompson was a son of Jack Thompson, 
who killed his twin brother in the corn field 
in Dawson county about sixteen years ago. 

STORY OF THE MURDER. 

Waco, Texas, February 19.—[Special.}—At 
an inquest on the 16th, upon the corpse of Dr. 
W.H. Thompson. T. H. Reno, who saw the 
muider committed, was about the best wituess. 
He testified that he knew Dr. W. H. Thomp- 
son and that he was shot and killed on Moa- 
day, February 14th, 1887, in the evening, near 
the line of Limestone and MeLennon counties, 
by Luther Pippin. There was a race to be 
run at the place where the 
killing occurred. After the crowd began to 
gather at the race, Dr. Thompson laid down 
and took a nap for halfan hour, and when he 

ot up, he called up acrowd to treat to the 
tig and among the lot was Pete Sneed, Jim 
Kellum, A. Sneed, Sam Andrews and several 
others. Whiledrinking Thompson pulled out 
his pistol and struck the counter with it. The 
cartridge exploded, and the ball went through 
the plank and hit Pete Sneed. 

Pete said: 

“Oh, Dock, you have shot me.” 

Thompson said: 

“Take the pistol and shoot me.” 

Several grabbed for the pistol. Jim Kellum, 
Buck Pippin and A. Sneed tried to take it from 
him. Sneed was shot accidentally. Luther 
Pippin came rurning up, and put his pistol to 
Doc Thompson’s left side and shot him. It was 
a few minutes after Thompson’s pistol went off. 
They were scufliing for Thompson's pistol 
when Luther Pippin fired. Buck Pippin got 
Thompson’s pistol out of Thompson’s hand and 
struck him a blow over the head with it. 
Thompson was standing when struck, and then 
fell over and died at once. There was no dis- 
pute between Doc Thompson and Pete Sneed 
pricr to the accident. ‘The county attorney 
has filed information against the murderers, 
and experienced ofticers are on the track of all 
of them, but itis searcely possible that they 
will be able to escape final capture. It is cer- 
tain thatcondign punishment will be their fate 
when once the law gets them within its grasp. 

Dr, Thompson was a rollicking fellow, gener- 
ous and erratic. He was liked in this cityand 
his faults were easily overlooked in view of his 
excellent traits.

Over 100,000 Circulation.

The Southern * ilron Boom.” 


It is predicted that the present tremend- 
ous boom in southern iron fields and iron 
cities willsoon reach its climax, and then 
recede with more or less rapidity. 

This is probably true. All iolent move- 
ments have their reactions. This, however, 
is less a ‘‘ boom’’ than the deportation of a 
great industry from one section of the coun- 
try to a er. Iron can undoubtedly be 
made cheaper at Anniston, Birmingham and 
Sheffield than in Pennsylvania, and those 
cities and their neighbors will eventually 
contro! the iron making of America. This 
will give them prominence and growth, even 
when the special boom in iron has subsided. 

No matter when the decline comes, it will 
find the iron cities greatly advanced and im- 
proved by the excitement. The stock com- 
panies which have been managing their af- 
fairs have wisely provided a large treasury 
surplus out of the sales of their stocks and 
bonds, with which permanent improvements 
will be made. Take Anniston, which is 
perhaps the safest, most prosperous and 
promising of all the Alabama towns. It is 
managed by two companies, the Woodstock 
Iron company, and the Anniston City Land 
company. ‘The former.company has $500,- 
000 cash reserve in its treasury, the latter 
has $100,000 besides over $500,000 already 
realized from sdle of lands. The first com- 
pany is now building two furnaces, and the 
latter is building 100 houses under one con- 
tract, and is having plans made for a $75,- 
000 company building. The iron eutput of 
Anniston is now 1,200 tons per week, the 


‘furnaces now building will make it 3,200 


tons per week. One of the new railroads of 
the city has been finished during the boom, 
and another started. Private companies 
and individuals are seconding the work of 
the companies, and one Atlanta architect is 
now at work on plans for over $100,000 
worth of buildings for Anniston. That city 
will be trebled or quadrupled in size and 
output by the boom, even if the subsidence 
were to come at once. Birmingham has four 
new furnaces under contract. Sheffield has 
five. Gadsden two, Decatur one, and so on 
through the list.

Bir- 
mingham now consumes one-third of her 
output, and will hold this proportion on her 
infreased yield. This will make the growth 
safe 2nd harmonious and keep the cities 
prosperot.*. 

The new erties are acting y in build- 
on broad-gaxge plans, and be 
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their streets and parks. Anniston, from 
her high and beautiful table lands, bas spec- 
ial advantage which she is improving. Mr. 
N. F. Barrett, the landscape engineer, who 
made the town of Pullman, is engaged at a 
fixed salary, and is making plans that he 
avers will result in the most beautiful city 
in the south. One of his bits of work isa 
drawing for a park entrance and plaisance 
for private grounds that will cost $30,000, 
and will be paid for. of course, from private 
purses. The city has water works, electric 
lights, paved streets, and all the improve- 
ments of large cities. Birmingham has one 
of the handsomest parks in the south. Shef- 
field is heightening the unrivalled beauty of 
its location by well-defined improvements, 
Decatur is working even more liberally, and 
promises the best results. 

To sum up, the iron cities have taken 
prompt and full advantage of the boom. 
They have builded wisely, and will stand 
as monuments of the energy and sagacity of 
the men who have managed their affairs, 
The price of iron may drop when it will, 
and it will leave the cities that have spurted 
under the influence of its rise, enormously 
advanced in everything that makes a city 
great and prosperous,

Mr. Howells was right the other day when 
he announced with a flourish , of trumpets 
that the American short story is to be count- 
ed among the most remarkable literary effa- 
sions of the age. Like the dumpling that 
was shoved upwards by the sheep’s head, it 
is at the top of the pot. It is the delight of 
millions of dyspeptic readers and the darling 
of the various ‘‘syndicates’’ that are un- 
known except in the newspaper offices. 

Asa matter ot fact, the American short 
story is a bigger thing than the American 
novel. ‘There is something Shakspearian 
in its vastness, and it would be Shakspearian 
in other respects but for the fact that it de- 
fies comment and commentators. 

There is a syndicate that will engage to 
furnish you an American short story for 
every day in the year, including Sundays, 
Christmas and fourth of July, and fling you 
in a soul-stirring serial by way of good meas- 
ure. There is another concern that calls 
itself *‘ The American Short Story Company,’’ 
a title that conveys the idea that the short 
stories are manufactured on the spot by 
means of machinery which the company 
bas covered by patents. 

In tact the American short story seems 
to be in demand, and if it is not made by 
machinery now it will be in the course of 
a few months, THE CONSTITUTION, hap- 
pily, bas the knack of supplying its own 
short stories, but it sometimes indulges in 
the syndicate business by way of variety; 
and no doubt our readers are by this time 
able to tell the difference between what is

“You may also say,’ continued Captain 
Burke, growing animated with his subject,

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TRIBUTES TO WAITTLE. 


In the Supreme Court of the State of Georgia 
Yesterday. 


In the supreme court yesterday afternoon, 
the report of the memorial committee upon the 
late Colonel L. N. Whittle, of Macon, was pre- 
sented, through its chairman, Judge J.T. Nesbit. 
A number of the leading members of the Macon 
bar were present, having come to Atlanta for the 
special purpose of being present on this occasion. 
The following is a brief summary of the leading 
facts stated in the report: 

_ “Lewis Neal Whittle was born in Norfolk, Va., 
in 1813, His father was an Irishman, and his 
mother a descendant of Pocahontas and a daugh- 
ter of a prominent Presbyterian minister. He left 
home about seventeen years of ace 
and seryed wiih engineering corps 
in a survey of the James River 
and Kanav hi canal; soon after, he came to Geor- 
gia, and was employed for a while on the Georgia 
railroad. In 1837 he came _ to Macon 
as assistant engineer on the Mon- 
10e railroad, afterwards reorganized 
asthe Maconand Western. In 1842 he married 
Miss Sarah M. Powers, daughter of a wealthy 
Eanter of Monroe county. Soon after he went to 
is father’s home in Virginia and studied law, and 
in 1544 returned to Macon and was admitted to the 
bar. He did not enjoy the advantages of elaborate 
academic or professional education; neither did 
he have any of the self assertion or self confidence 
by which many young men attract attention and 
tise rapidly to prominence; but he soon acquired 
and mainiained a high rank in his profession, be- 
iDg distinguished fora remarkable degree of in- 
dustry, care and skill, andthe strictest fairness and 
integrity. He contributed greatly to eleyate the 
tone of the profession, and to cultivate among the 
Members mutual kindness, forbearance and re- 
spect. He was the founder of the ¢ ‘eorgia bar asso- 
Ciation and its fixst president. Atthe time of his 
death he was president of the board of trus- 
tees of the state lunatic asylum and of the blind 
asylum, enc of the board of education, of Macon, 
and was similarly connected with a number of 
other educational, charitabie and religious insti- 
tutions. He was senior warden of Christ church, 
Macon, and one of the most zealous and prominent 
laymen of the Episcopal church in Georgia. He 
Was never prominently counected with politics, 
further than serving two terms in the legislature. 

“The close of his life was exceedingly sad. His 
wife and eleven children had preceeded him to 
the grave: and but one child survived him, his son 
Jemes Murray Whittle. As he layon his death-bed 
his faithful and devoted daughter was dying too, 
4nd afew hours before he died her coffin was 
Roiselessly borne from the house, that he might 
H0t know that she had left him. 

“He bequeathed his entire law library to the 
Mecon library, inthe event his son should not 
Batic law, for the use and benefit of the Macon 

association; designing in this way to aid 
pecially the younger members of the bar who 
4d no libraries of their own.” :

Associated with bim 
personally, a member of the same profession and of 
ihe same church I can say that he was eminent! 
worthy of every high tribute that has been paid 
him; from the highest authorities of his church; 
from his profession; from the various educational 
and benevolent bodies with which he was con- 
nected; from the community in which he lived, 
and which he honored and served and made better 
by his life. Apart from his high personal and 
social qualities, his most mark characteristics 
were his public spirit, his devoted piety, his uni- 
versal benevolence.. He was proud to be useful, 
but scorned to be more. po! 

Referring to what had been said of Colone: 
Whittle’s daughter, Judge Hall alluded toa touch- 
ing incident in her life, ,illnstrating her self-sacri- 
fice and devotion. 

In conclusion he said: 

“Colonel Whittle has received marked honors, as 
I have before said, and I will repeat that I never 
knew in all the course of my life a man more emi- 
nently worthy of such tributes. 

Chief Justice Bleckley responded as follows: 

“Colonel Whittle solved one of the great problems 
of this life. He learned well the secret of — 
useful. There is probably no great lack of the wil 
to be useful, but there is a great want ofthe skill 
to be useful. Manyof us grope and search, ina 
sort of bewildered effort to do good, without ascer- 
taining bow. I have no doubt that there are thon- 
sands of persons now living who would willingry 
have done as much good as our departed brother, 
ifthey could have known how, but they never 
penetrated the secret. I have felt myself, and al- 
nae f felt, thatI did not know how to be usefi:. 
and ifthere is any man tho, 1 envy, and would 
hke toconform to, and be made like unto, it is the 
mean no Cali serve usefully his generation. 

“Colonel Whittle, I think, was the most remark- 
able man in this respect I everknew. He not 
only had all the purpose, all the impulse to use- 
fulness, but he had a_ wise, discreet 
insight into the means of effectuating his purpose. 
Inthat respect, I think, there is not a man that 
survives him, in my acquaintance, who has at- 
tained to anything like the felicity that 
he __—ihad., This, it seems to me, 
a great distinction, and ought to 
make his memory cherished and revered by us all. 
It ought to make him stand as a sort of landmark 
in our history, and I think it will, I do not think 
he will be forgotten. He had the balance of mind 
an«d the penetration to discern how to be useful in 
many ways. He was useful as a lawyer; he was 
useful as a citizen and a neighbor; he was useful 
asa member of the church; he was useful in all 
sorts of business that he ever touched or had any 
connection with. He was not only useful, but he 
was eminently so, He was a man of practical 
life, and led everything in which he was engaged, 
and those who knew him were content to io!- 
low, because they knew that his lead was safe and 
would conduct to suecess.. It isa very remarkabie 
example of varied and wi fe usetulness that his sife 
furnishes to us; and I think that while fam~z will 
not shout his name, it will whisper it through all 
the present veneration, and perhaps to succeed.

STILL BURNING. 


Over Twenty Thousand Bales of Cotton De- 
stroyed. 


New York, February 19,—The fire at the 

American cotton docks at Tompkinsville, S. L, 
which was caused by lightning, and which 
broke out at about 6:15 last evening, is still 
burning briskly, although fully under control 
of the firemen. Shortly-after 10 o’clock this 
morning, the fire spread to an adjoining ware- 
house, No. 6, which was entirely destroyed to- 
gether with buildings Nos. 4,5and 11. At 3 
o'clock, as the walls of building No. 11 tumbled 
over two employes of the dock, 
Thomas Garrigan and James Conroy, 
who were on the walls of the building, were 
buried beneath the ruins. On being extricated 
both were found to be seriously injured. 
W. Stone, vice-president of the docks, had his 
collar bone broken by the falling debris. He 
was taken to his home adjoining the docks. 
The bookkeeper at the docks states that about 
20,000 bales of cotton have been destroyed, and 
that the estimated loss in buildings and cotton 
will reach over $900,000, which is fully covered 
by insurance. A number of tugs were assisting 
at the fire this morning, throwing powerful 
streams on the burning mass, 

A. J. Pouch, treasurer of the American Cot- 
ton Dock and Trust company, now places the 
loss on cotton at $500,000, and the loss on 
buildings at $50,000. The cotton is fully in- 
sured and the buildings are insured for $533,000 
in New York companies.

Religious Excitement in Mexico, 
Cor. St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 

Mexico is agitated at present by a religio- 
political difficulty, involving the same principle 
for which New |York Catholics are contending in 
McGlynn’s case—namely, the right of the laity to 
a voice in the management of church affairs. Fa- 
ther Plancarte, nephew of the archbishop of Mexi- 
co, cultivated an artistic taste in the capitals of 
Europe, which has led him to announce his inten- 
tion to remodel and modernize the shrine of 
Guadalupe, and remove the miraculous image of 
the virgin tothe cathedral of Mexico {during the 
progress of the work. This innovation is sanc- 
tioned by the archbishop and is opposed by gli the 
papers, both clerical and liberal, which are call- 
ing on the government to intervene. 

Guadalupe is the Mecca of Mexican Catholics, as 
many as fifty thousand pilgrims being assembled 
there on feast days. The aborigines, as the com- 
mon classes are called, who are the most ardent 
devotees of the virgin. are terribly agitated 
over the contemplated change, and an outbreak 
is threatened. Petitions bearing thousands of 
names have been presented tothe archbishop, re- 
questing him to reconsider his resolution aud re- 
voke the authority conferred on his nephew by a 
constitutional enactment. The clergy have only 
the usufruct of church property, and cannot, it is 
argued, alter or remodel buildings without thecon- 
sent of the government, so that the intervention 
of the civil authorities may enable the archbishop 
to evade the issue. The only reply he has made is 
contained in a few lines written to the Nacional, 
wherein he assumes all the responsibility for the 
contemplated changes. Like Archbishop Corrigan, 
he does not consider himself obliged to render an 
account or give an explanation of his conduct to 
the laity. 

Fyen clerical organsclaim that the shrine is a 
national monument, the property of the nation, 
and therefore entitled to protection frome the gov- 
ernpment. Thecivil authorities have as yet ex- 
pressed no opinion.

The weathermade no difference for me—rain, 
cold, snow, blizzard—for more than a year|I hayen’t 
sat down in {a railroad coach. Now I can draw 
a longer inhalation than any man I know—and a 
long inhalation simply means filling with air all 
of the cells ofthe lungs, bringing the whole sys 
tem into service, as it were—and I have no more 
fear of consumption. People who work indoors 
and who never, under ordinary circumstances, get 
their lungs more than half filled with air, had bet- 
ter try my prescription, It is a wonder.’’

Atlanta is as dry this morning as any city 
or town in the state of Georgia,and the dry- 
ness is due to the wine room men’s voluntary 
refusal to further violate.the law actually or 
apparently.

A few minutes’ walk brought him to the 
Kimball house, where he was soon joined by 
one of the wineroom men to whom the paper 
had been sent. In ashort time another wine- 
room man joined the two, and quickly a fourth 
came up. In less than a qyarter of an hour all 
of the centrally located places were represent- 
ed in the Kimball house rotunda, and then the 
elevator button was pushed. When the lifter 
came down the men entered and were soon ris- 
ing high upin the building. The assembling 
of so many men in the same business suggestad 
a convention of some kind to a CONSTITUTION 
reporter, who had been gquictly watching 
things and when the elevator came down step- 
ped upon it.

As was stated in Tae CONSTITUTION at the 
time, a requisition was nrade about one month 
ago by Governor Gordon on the war depart- 
ment at Washington for additional guas and 
accoutrements for the Atlanta Artillery. The 
requisition was complied with. Adjutant- 
General McIntosh Kell was duly notified of 
the fact, and also that two guns with accoutre- 
ments would beshipped from the Rock Island, 
Ill., arsenal. The letter of notification, which 
also contains a description of the guns, etc., 
bears date of January 31st, but the invoice has 
not yet arrived. Following is a fall description 
of the guns and accoutrements ordered shipped 
from the arsenal at Rock Island for the Atlanta 
Artillery: 

Two three-inch rifled gune, tyo three-inch 
carriages and limbers, two tnreofite caissons 
and limbers, two gunners’ haWersacks, tw 
handspikes, four lanyards, fouypaniins 12x1 > 
feet, two priming wires, two péndulum hausses, 
tno pendulum hbausse sexts, two pendulum 
bausse pouches, four spongee and rammers, 
four sponge covers, four thumbstalls, two tube 
pouches, two tampions, two vent covers, four 
sets’ artillery harness for two wheel horses, 
four sets artillery harness for two lead horses. 

Great disappointment is felt by the members 
of the Atlanta Artillery at the non-arrival of 
the guns.. It was the expressed wish and de- 
sire of every member that the new pieces ar- 
rive in time to allow the company to practice 
end turn outon the 22d inst., Washington's 
birthday. 

No one can account for the delay. It is now 
pearly a month since the shipment was order- 
ed. Inaddition to the stores ordered from 
Reck Island, thecompany will be strengthened 
hy two six-pound bronze guns, with carriages 
and equipmeats, which formerly were in ser- 
vice at Sandersville. These guns were. ex. 
pected to arrive yesterday. 

Adjutant McIntosh Kell, under authority of 
en act of the legislature approved October 15, 
ist5, providing for limiting the number of 
white companies in the state to fifty infantr;, 
scven cavalry and three artillery companies, 
and the colored commands to twenty 
infantry, one artillery and one cavalry 
company, has ordered the ¢flisers 
of all disbanded companies to forward at once 
all stores in their possession. The object of 
this step isto supply all organized companies 
who are in need of guns and accoutrements. At 
present some ofthe military companies are 
armed with old style muzzle loading guns, and 
it isthe intention of Adjutant General Kell to 
substitute these with breech-loaders of the 
newest pattern. Thestate hason ha 
200 guns and ammunition, which are 
viceable by reason of their being :s 
by arms of more recent patterao, and 
therefore of no use, as military com: ) 
not wantthem. There is also a lot ofoldstyle 
accoutrements on hand. 

The following companies, so far as recorded, 
have been disbanded: 

Adoirsville Rifles, Americus Light Infantry, 
Cave Spring Guards, Cuthbert Light Infantry, 
Howell Artillery, Sandersville Artillery, West 
Point Guards, Southwestern Cadets, Hampton 
Guards, Talbot Light Infantry (Augusta), 
Washington Guards (Atlanta), Marietta Light 
Infantry, Griffin Light Infantry, Union Blues, 
Warren Light Infautry, Washiugton Dragoons, 
Atlanta Light Infantry. 

The state -of Georgia does not appropriate 
anything for the support and maintenance of 
her military organizations. ‘They have to rely 
solely npon themselves and upon asmall an- 
nual appropriation made by congress which 
is utterly inadequate to meet their require- 
ments. This appropriation amounts to a little 
over $5,500. It was mate under an act which 
wes passed during the administration of Presi- 
dent Jefferson. At that time it was deemed 
that this amount was sufficient to properly 
equip Georgia’s militia. Since then the state 
has quadrupled her population, and the 
amount utterly fails to do more than to par- 
tially equip a limited number of companies,

He waited a few 
days until another draft came threugh the same 
bank, when he went to the sub-treasury, procured 
the amount duein silver dollars, and turned the 
coin oyertothe bank. Soon another draft came 
along, this time for $15,000. This also was paid in 
silver dollars, the bank being pretty weal filled up 
with the secks of specie. Whenathird draft was 
due Mr. X—— applied to the sub-treasury for the 
amount in silver and was reftsed. He was 
naturally indignant, perceiving plaiuly 
enuugh that the refusal was instigated by 
the presidént of the bank, and he protested 
that, as an oilicer of the government, the sub-treas- 
urer had no right to refuse tosell him as mang sil- 
vei dollars as he wished to buy at any time, The 
refusal was persisted in, however, and Mr. X 
immediately sent a complaint to Secretary Man- 
ning at Washington, the answer to which arrived 
in due course of time, stating that the aciion of the 
sub treasurer was illegal and unauthorized. In the 
meantime, as the draft of course had to be paid at 
once, Mr. X—— had gone to the different banks, 
collected the amount of silver that he wanted, pil- 
ipg it up loose in cotton baskets. He ascertained 
that he was not obliged to take the money himself 
to the bank, and, when the messenger appeared 
with the draft, he presented him with the immense 
pile of silver, remarking that, as he had not been 
able to procure the money from the sub-treasury in 
sealed and stamped sacks, he supposed it would 
have to be counted, 

“But how am I to carry al) that?’ 
cried in dismay. . 

Mr. \—— replied that he really could not say, 
and that while a hack might serve his visitor's 
turn, he really did not regard the matter as any 
aifair of his. The messenger had a hack called, 
and with assistance got his precious baskets t 
sidewalk. 

“What is all that?’’ demanded the hackman, eye 
ing the beavy baskets. 

“Why, that’s silver.” 

“Do you take me for an expressman?’’ asked the 
driver. “Hi, there, getup!’ and away he drove, 
leaving the unfortunate young man ina worse d.- 
lemma than ever. 

The messenger managed, 
specie to the bank, where it was presumably 
counted, aundin duetime still another draft upon 
Mr. X-—— came to} delight the officers of the bank. 
Once more Mr. X—— presented himself at the sub- 
treasury, and once more, despite Secretary Man- 
ning’s letter, his demand for silver was refused. 
This time he sent a telegram to Washington, and 
with great promptness therecame back a dispatch 
peremptorily orderlng the delivery of the dollars, 
The money was paid to the bunk, and feeling this 
time a little weary of the affuir, and probably satis- 
fied that he had amply revenged the discourtesy 
shown him inthe original transaction, Mr. X-—~ 
let the matter drop here; after notifying aii his 
correspondents that he did notin future wish to 
receive any paper through the offending bank.

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THE CLOSING SCENE OF A GREAT 
- CONSPIRACY. 


een ee 
The Last Scene in a Tragte Drama Described by an 
Eye-Wituers—A Graphic FPu:icture of the 
Execution— How the Doomed Five 
Faced Their Horrible Fate. 


Among the tragic events of the war given to 
our readers in these columns, the assassination 
of Lincoln and the capture and death of John 
Wilkes Booth have a lurid prominence of their 
own. Tomakethe chronicle complete it is 
necessary to tell the story of the hanging of 
Mrs. Surratt and her four wretched compan- 
ions. 

The last scene of the great tragic drama and 
episode of the rebelhon that commenced in 
Washington on the 14th of. April, 1865, by the 
assassination of President Lincoin was brought 
toacleseon the succeeding Fiiday, July 7, 
1865, by the hanging in the old penitentiary 
prison yard, near the Washington navy yard, 
of Mrs. Mary E. Surratt, Lewis. Payne, David 
E. Harold and George A. Atzeroth. Lewis 
Payne was hung for the attempted assassina- 
tion of William H. Seward, secretary of state 
David E. Harold for complicity and compan- 
ionship With J. Wilkes Booth, before and after 
the assassination, and previously with being a 
party to theabduction of President Lincoln, 
and George A. Atzeroth suffered for consenting 
tobe the assassin of Vice-Presideomt_ Andrew 
Johnson. 

But a few short hours elapsed, only an inter- 
val of a night, from the finding of the specifi- 
cations of guilty by the military commission 
and the hanging of the convicted conspirators 
in the prison yard under the general supervis- 
ion of Major General W. 8. Hancock and the 
immediate direction of Major General John F. 
Hartranft. Mrs. Surratt belonged to a high- 
toned southern family, and personally she was 
a lady of education and position and a devout 
Roman Catholic. 

Friday, the 7th of July, 1865, was one of the 
hottest days that had been experienced in 
Washington for some years. At quite an early 
hcur small crowds of people assembled at the 
street corners, around the old penitentiary 
building and in public saloons, and the princi- 
pal question that passed from mouth to ear 
was: “Will Johnson Lang Mrs. Surratt today?” 
Rumors were afloat that a preconcerted attack 
on the jail would be made and a rescue of Mrs, 
Surratt attempted, and many believed that a 
scricus conflict would take place between the 
excited citizens and the wilitary, 3,000 troops 
having been posted in proper places by Gen- 
eial Hancock as a precautionary measure. 
B Even as it was there was a slight attempt at 
disturbance, for while the noose was being 
placed around Mre, Sarratt’s néck, a man who 
stocd close by the writer and who had ob- 
tained admission somehow suddenly faced the 
spectators and, throwing up his hands in a 
demonstrative manner, exclaimed in a loud 
voice: “Gentlemen, I tell you this is murder; 
can you stand and see it done?” Prompt mili- 
tary action prevented any further demonstra- 
tion. 

General Hartranft would not allow any 
newspaper correspondent to enter the cell of 
Mrs. Snrratt, and she was closely kept from 
communication with the outer world, and only 
saw her immediate relatives. While the 
officers ;were waiting in the ante-room for over 
two hours the clergymen passed in and out and 
throvghthe heavy iron doors, and Mrs, Sur- 
ratt’s daughter Mary passed into the ante- 
room, accompanied by a lady, and the daughter, 
passing through the corridor, quickly entered 
the cell where her mother awaited execution. 
It made the stoutest heart bleed, and old 
veterans of the war looked at each. other with 
moistened eyes as they heard the beart- 
lending, agonizing shrieks of this 
poor stricken _. girl as she rushed 
to her mother’s arms in the cell, Theirshrieks 
ofanguish could be distinctly heard all over 
the prison yard, and they continued while her 
mother was being led out to execution and un- 
til the last scene of all was over. 

The burning rays of the sun, from which 
there was no shelter, the shrieks of Mary Suar- 
ratt, the line of grim-visaged soldiers, the om- 
inous scaffold and the solemn procession up 
the steps of it, the anguish depicted in the face 
of each of the condemned except Payne’s and 
other surroundings, made the occasion any- 
thing but a pleasant one for those who were 
present. 

It was 11 o’clock when the preparations be- 
came painfully apparent, and among them was 
the rumbling sound of the traps which fell in 
the course of the experiments made to test 
them, and which could be distinctly heard by 
the prisoners. At 12 o’cloek there was con- 
siderable bustle and suppressed excitement, and 
at this hour a wagon drove up to the door of 
the jail and General Hancock alighted and en- 
tered, and was soon in close consultatinn with 
General Hartranft. General Hancock then 
spoke in a louder tone and said: 

“Get ready, general. Let no time be lost 
now.” 

The prisoners’ cells were then cleared of 
clergymen and visitors, and soldiers detailed 
for the purpose prepared them for execution, 
but none were allowed to witness this prepa- 
ration. Mr. Aitken, Mrs. Surratt’s counsel, 
then approached Genera] Hancock and asked 
about the result of the habeas corpus. The 
news was not favorable, for the counsel turned 
toa bystander and gaid with a tremulous 
voice: “My God! Mrs. Surratt will be hung.” 

GENERAL HARTRANPT’S LAST ORDERS, 

At one o’clock Harold’s sisters, three in 
number, came weeping from his cell, having 
been allowed to see him again, and shortly 
afterward General Hartranft notified 
those in the ante-room to take 
positions in the ‘corridor or 
the yard, asthe procession to thescaffold was 
about to take place. The scaffold was erected 
in the northeast corner of the yard facing the 
west. It was a primitive looking wooden 
structure and the platform was elevated about 
twelve feetfrom the ground and was about 
twenty feet square. It was ascended by a flight 
of steps and bad two drops, twe of the crimi- 
nals standing on each drop, which were sup- 
ported by posts which rested on a heavy piece 
of timber placed on the ground and so arranged 
that two soldiers stationed at the rear of the 
scaffold inan instant detached the supports 
from their positions by means of pressing two 
poles occupying horizontal positions, the action 
of which dislodged the supports and 
permitted the drops to fall. The gallows 
was divided into two parts by 
means of an upright piece of timber, and two 
ropes bung on either side of this piece ot tim- 
ber. The ropes were wound around the cross 
piece and they had nooses attheirends. A 
sailing extended around the platform and down 
the sides of the steps. The platform would 
hold about thirty persons, but not more than 
fifteen were on it at any one time. 

The executioners were William Coxhill, D. 
F. Shoupe, G. F. Taylor and F. B. Hazlett, ail 
of Company F., 14th Veteran Reserves. They 
were fine manly look ing fellows,and performed 
their duty as union veterans fresh from the 
field of battle could perform it. The graves, 
four in number, were dug directly in rear of 
the scafioid and close by the wall. They were 
dug three and a half feet deep in dry soil, and 
each one contained a common pine box to re- 
ceive the body. These graves and rough 
«fins were in full view of the prisoners as 
they mounted the scaffold. 

Hopes of a reprieve for Mrs. Surratt lasted 
until she ascended the steps of the scaffold and 
sat under the fatal noese. Four armchairs 
were placed on the scaffold, one under each 
noose, and in these chairs the prisoners sat 
while General Hartranft was quickly giving 
the final order for their execution. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock the solemn procession 
marched dewn the steps of the back door into 
the yard in the following order: Mrs. Sarratt, 
eupported by Lieutenant Colonel McCall, 200th 
Pennsylvania regiment, on one side, and Ser- 
geant W. R. Kenney, company A, 12th Veteran 
Reserve on the other, and Fathers 
Walker and Weikle walking together; Harold 


by Sergeant Thomas, com-- 
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eyes then fell to the ground, and she walked 
to the scaffold in a purely mechanical manner 
and was carefully helped up the steps: She 
appeared to be almost unconscious of her sur- 
roundings, and she would have fallen to the 
floor of the scaffold had she not been su pported. 
She was led to the arm-chair and seated and 
an umbrella was held over her by the two holy 
fathcrs to keep eff the burning rays.of the san. 
She wore a black bombazine , black bon- 
net and black veil that she kept over her face 
until she was seated. 
A SOLDIER'S DISAGREEABLE DUTY. 

While General Hartranft was reading the 
osder for the execution the two priests held 
crucifixes before her eyes she kiased them 
fervently several times. She then glanced 
around at the scene before her and then closed 
her eyes apparently in silent prayer. At the 
proper moment Colonel McCall removed her 
bonnet and others pinioned her arms, aud a 
white handkerchief was tied around the skirt 
of her dress, below the knees. The rope was 
then placed around her neck and her face was 
covered with a white cap reaching down to 
her shoulders. While her arms were being 
pinioned Mrs. Surratt turned her head and 
made some remark to the attendants, when 
the cord around her arms was slackened, and 
she then eat like a statue awaiting her death. 

The other three prisoners were prepared for 
execution at the same time Mrs. Surratt was. 
snd a fewseconds afterwards the signal was 
given for both drops to fall,and at the last 
signal both fell at once, and Mrs. Surratt and 
her wretched companions fell the fall length of 
the rope. Mrs. Surratt was leaning over when 
the drop fell, ard this gave a swinging motion 
to the body that lasted for some seconds. The 
only muscular movement was a slight contrac- 
tion of one arm, which she seemed to try to 
disengage from behind her as the drop fell. 

Mrs. Surratt’s death was instantaneous, and 
after banging thirty minutes the body was cut 
down and buried with the clothes on in one of 
the graves already prepared, and the same dis- 
position was made of the bodies of Payne, Har- 
old and Atzeroth. 

Lewis Payne, from the time he was arrested 
for the attempted assassination of Secretary of 
State William H. Seward, during his trial be- 
fore the military commission, and even'up to the 
moment when the halter was placed around his 
neck, displayed the most indomitable courage 
and unexampled stoical indifference. The only 
tremor exhibited by*the very mysterious and 
rewarkable man was an involuntary twitching 
of the muscles of the legs after the fatal drop 
fell. He walked to his death boldly and 
defiantly, and declined any proffered assistance, 
even at the last moment. His eagle eye and 
handsome, interesting countenance never 
shone to greater personal advantage than 
when he stood up before the assembled crowd 
awaiting instant death. His fine neck was 
exposed, and he wore a new straw hat. As 
be sat awaiting execution a slight puff of wind 
blew his hat off and it fell on the seaffold. He 
gracefully turned his head to look after it, and 
when it was picked up and handed to him he 
motioned it away with the back of his hand, 
He was dressed in a suit of navy blue, and his 
fine form, handsome face and perfect coolness 
and self-possession gave him a peculiarly 
picturesque appearance. The Rev. Dr. Gillette 
made some remarks in Payne’s interest just 
before the drop fell, but he paid no attention, 
glancing first up at the rope and gallows ina 
curious manner, and then fixing: his piercing 

aze on the line of soldiery beforé the scaffold. 
Everybody present felt a deep in- 
terest in Payne, and his manly 
bearing, splendid physique, and the deep 
mystery that enveloped his entire career added 
tothatinterest. Nooneappeared to know who 
be was or where he came from. It was said 
that he was the son of a Rev. Dr. Powell, a 
Baptist minister, residing in Florida. 

PAYNE AS A HOSPITAL NURSE. 

A Miss Brandon, a witness during the trial, 
remembered him as anurse at one of the ho;- 
pitals after the battle ef Gettysburg. He went 
by the name of Powell then, but he assumed 
the name of Payne afterwards in Baltimore. 
At Mis. Surratt’s house Payne passed under the 
neme of Wood. During the trial he was sullen 
and apparently indifferent, and displayed won- 
derful control over his feelings. When the 
colored waiter at Mr, Seward’s was placed on 
the witness stand Payne was directed to stand 
up amd face him. Both looked steadily ateach 
other for a few minutes, and when the witness 
said, “That is the man who attacked Mr. Sew- 
ard,” not a muscle of his face moved, and he 
continued to etand firmasa rock. Noone 
near Payne in the court room couli look at 
him long, for as soon as he was conscious that 
he was being stared at he would turn bissharp, 
piercing eyes upon the’ starer, who would im. 
mediately look elsewhere with an uneasy sens- 
ation. An attempt was made to prove him in- 
sane, but a rigid examination under direction of 
Surgeon-General Barnes fully established hés 
sanity. He wasaman capable of doing any 
daring. murderous deed, but an, interesting 

for all that. a 
’ Harold was néxt to Payne on the 
t he wes just theantipode of Payne 
cespect. His youthful frame shook 
ren leaf. He looked the very picture 
of fear, anguish and despair. While he was 
being prepared for execution he cast the most 
supplicating glances on everybody near him, 
and fully realized his wretched condition. He 
appeared to cling to the Rev. Mr. Ord, his 
spiritual adviser, and as the fatal moment 
diew near it was painful to witness his emo- 
tions. He was d in a black coat and 
light pants and wore a white shirt. When the 
drop fell he struggled violently, and he tried 
to draw himself up as though trying to re- 
lieve himself from the rope. Harold who 
was the companion of Boot in the assina- 
tion, was not over 23 —_ of age. He was 
born in Maryland and received a collegiate 
education. His father, at one time held the 
position of principal clerk in the naval store at 
Washington. Young Harold was well ac- 
quainted with the topography ofthe lower por- 
tion of the state, and he made a first-class guide 
for Booth, with whom he was on very intimate 
terms. He was a dissipated and indolent young 
man, and it was believed that he was bought 
over to the conspiracy by having money far- 
nished him fiom the confederate secret service 
fund, Harold wasa great talkerand rank 
cowaid, and he showed it by his anxiety to 
surrender when he and Booth were besieged 
in Garrett’s barn after the assassination. Dur- 
ing the trial he frequently gave way to fits of 
weeping, although at times he wouid try and 
appear defiant, 
ATZEROTH’S GRATITUDE. . 

George A. Atzeroth escended the scaffold 
without aid and took his seat without display- 
ing much emotion at first. He had ona gray 
coat and pants. He satso thathe could see 
all the profiles of his fellow prisoners. He 
wore a white handkerchief over his head, but 
his hair spread over his forehead. His spirit- 
val adviser held an umbrella cver him, and 
while General Hartranft was reading the sen- 
tence he kept perfectly quiet, but his face had 
an expression of the most unutterable woe. 
His e was pale and sallow. He glanced 
around on the assembled crowd only once, and 
he occasionally muttered incoherent sentences 
ard ke appeared to want to talk to those close 
by him. His spiritual adviser, Rev. Mr. Bat- 
ler, advanced aud said that Atzeroth wanted to 
return his heart-felt thanks to General Hart- 
rapft and the other pr'son officials. His knees 
slightly trembled as he stood up to receive the 
halter and he bent forward. He stooi for a 
few moments the very picture of wretchedness 
and then he spoke a few words to General 
Hartranft, after which he shut his eyes and 
muttered as though engaged in silent prayer. 
Just before being hung Atzeroth broke out ina 
peculiarly tremulous voice, that the writer can 
almost seem to hear now, after a lapse of twen- 
ty years: “Good-bye, gentlemen, who are before 
megow. May we ail meet in the other world. 
God, take me now.” He was muttering some- 
thing just as the drop fell, evidently not ex- 
pecting death at that instant. Atzeroth, who 
was selected to murder Vice-President Andrew 
Johrion, was a vulgar, repnuisive-looki 
wretch, and while he would like to have ac‘ 
the bravo, he wasa craven at heart. He had pro- 
trnding jaws, mustache turned 4 at 
and short, insigvificant-looking

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He tia sunt n such haste that his wesp- 
ons, etc., were discovered in his room. Booth's 
coat was also found there, showing that they 
intended tomake flight in company. Atzeroth 
fed alone and was captured at the house of a 
re lative. 
A SELF-POSSESSED WOMAN. 

To return to the great central figure of the 
cops} iracy— Mrs. Mary E. it was 
sbown during the trial that she was the mother 
of Jchn H. Surratt, and the evidence adduced 
showed her to have been one of the most active 
ard energetic of the conspirators, It wasshownp 
that she rendered them very material aid. It 
wes In evidence that she had carbines prepared 
snd bottles of whisky ready for Booth and 
Harold when they reached the old tavern 
owned by her. She was represented tobe a 
wi man of great nerve and energy, and devoted 
to the southern cause. Mrs. Surratt was about 
iS years of age and belonged toan old Maryland 
family of means and position. She was said to 
have closed her house after Booth murdered 
Lincoln and waited with her daughters until 
the (ficers came. She rebuked her daughters 
for weeping and would have gone with the of- 
ficers oe pry ee a but, it was said, Payne 
knecked at the door that moment, and he, see- 
ing the position, said he had come to dig a 
ditch for Mrs. Surratt, with whom he was ac- 
quainted. Mrs. Surratt ordered Payne away, 
and to mislead the officers as to any Complicity 
on her partshe turned to her daughters and 
remarked: “How fortunate, girls, that these 
cfficers are here; that man might have come in 
and mu: dered us all.” 

The other individuals, connected either di- 
rectly or indirectly with the great conspiracy, 
in addition to Mrs. Surratt, and those who 
suffered death on the scaffold with her, were 
the comparatively insignificant historical char- 
acters, Michael O’Laughlin, Edward Spangler, 
Samuel Arnold and Dr. Samnel A. Mndd. 
There are no particular tragie or bloody remi- 
niscences connected with the names of these 
four men for the part they took in the Lin- 
coln assassination drama, and it was doubted at 
the time whether one or two of them were delib- 
e1ately particeps criminis in the tragedy at all, 
as far as real intention was concerned. They 
were all caught, however, in bad company and 
bad to suffer the consequences by imprison- 
ment for terms ranging from six years to life 
sentences,

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A ROMANTIC STORY GLEANED IN 
JACKSON COUNTY. 


The Land Grant to Gount d’Estang-—Ugiy Reports 
About the Gallant French Noblemsn—That Dise 
membermint of the Murrell Gang of 
Freebooters—The Iniation, Etc. 


From the Athens, Ga., Banner. 

W hile on a late visit to Jackson county, we 
learned quite a romantic and interesting ad- 
denda to its history. 

In the early settlement of Georgia that en- 
tire strip of country extending from the sonth- 
ern boundaries of Wilkes to the Blus Ridge 
range in Habersham was embraced in the t« rri- 
tory of Wilkes county, with the town of Washi- 
ington as its capital. It was only the south- 
ern part, however, that was under the domina- 
tion of the pale face, for from the Cherokee 
Corner, now in Oglethorpe, northward, was 
governed by the Indiany. But gradually the 
onward march of civilization thinned out and 
drove back the red men, and at last enough 
foothold and population was gained in the 
wilderness to authorize the creation of another 
county, named Franklin, and with Caraes- 
ville as its courthouse. The new county em- 
braced all that part of Wilkes lying north of a 
line runving from the confluence of Broad and 
Savannah rivers to Cherokee Corner. Aftsr- 
wards other dismemberments took place, re- 
sulting in the creation of the counties of El- 
bert, Jackson, Habersham, Banks and Hart, 
the two latter being the newest counties. 

Jackson was made acounty in 1796, at least 
the first court was held that year. Thecounty 
site was near the Tallassee shoals, on the Oco- 
nee river, but was afterwards moved to the 
center of the county—the present thriving 
little city of Jefferson. The third courthouse 
ig now standing in Jeflerson, The first was of 
lags, and the ofhertwo of brick. This place 
was selected for the county town from the fact 
that from time immemoria! it has been a favo- 
tite resort with the Indians, who held their 
waerand green corn dances around the town 
spring, under a big oak, and after the invasion 
of_the whites it was a trading post. 

But to return to our narrative. Among the 
gallant French oflicers who came over with 
Lalayette to assist usto batile for American 
independence was the Count d'’Estang. The 
count belonged toa noble family, but he was 
wild and adventurous and if report be credited 
his career was far from a spotless one. It was 
said that be was the captain of a band of pirates 
that ravaged the coasts both of Europe and 
America, and that he was as cruel and daring 
as brave. Thenoble name of d’ Estang, however, 
was his protection, for it would have been a 
davgerous declaration to charge with crimoaa 
man of such prominence and power. 

The patrioticand daring project of Marquis 
d’ Lafayette exactly suited the adventurous and 
roving disposition of d’listang. Itis a matter 
of doubt, however, whetber he was actuated by 
the same noble sentiments that made LaFay- 
ettc take up arms in defense of a brave people 
struggling for independence, as by a thirst for 
excitement and adventure. Be it as it may, 
there was not a more gallant officer in:the 
American army than Captain d'Estang, and at 
the battle of Yorktown’ he commanded ‘the 
French troops and to their valliant services on 
that day is the great victory largely attribu- 
table. 

In recognition of their services, at the cloze 
of the war a grateful people having no money 
or distinctive honors with which to reward the 
heroic strangers who came to their assistance, 
gavethem that which they had. Congress 
voted to lend d’Estang a large belt of land b2- 
ginning in whatisnow Clarke county, Geor- 
gia, and-including Habersham, Jacksou, Banks, 
Franklin, Hartand the upper portion of [l- 
bert, The grant to this land should be now on 
file at Washington, Ga., and tracts chopped 
from it are recorded in nearly all the counties 
named. Thisland then had little fiaancial 
value, but Count d’Estang portioned a part of it 
out among his friends and kindred, who 
moved to Georgia and settled thereon. These 
new comers belonged to the best families of 
France, and to their presence is attributed the 
exalted and enviable position that this section 
of Georgia so rapidly assumed and has always 
maintained, both in warand peace. Many of 
the descendants of these people are still amoug 
us, and while by intermarriage their pa nes are 
changed, you can see in their faces to. this day 
unmistakable evidences of the presence of 
French blood. The DeLaperriers, of Jackson 
county, is one of the few family names left to 
us, but there are hundreds of others living in 
Clarke, Oconee, Jackson and Franklin, in 
whose veins flow the same blood as_ this brave 
French adventurer. Mrs. Reese, of thiscity, is 
a jineal descendant of Count d’Estang, as like- 
wige many others we can name. 

But on the cessation of hostilitiesthe restless 
spizit of the count could not be stilled, and if 
ancient rumors can be credite 1 he embarked in 
a career even as bloody ard lawless as when he 
cammanded a fleet of pirates on the Spanish 
Main. It hasa!ways been charged—and it is 
said with good grounds, too—that Count 
d’lUstang was the head center of Murrell’s band 
of murderers and freebooters, that for so longa 
time kept in terror the states south of and in- 
cluding Kentucky. In every state and county 
were branches of this baud of outlaws, and 
there was a strong organization of them in 
Clarke and Jackson counties, Georgia. In fact, 
Murrell’s capture was effected by a man from 
Jackson couuty, who joined the band, took the 
prescribed oaths, got into the confidence of the 
chief and-then betrayed him. The initiation 
into this band was that the applicant four mem- 
bership should stain his ‘hands with human 
blood, but somehow the Jackson county detec- 
tive got that part of the ceremony omitted, 

The above story wus gleaned from the older 
citizens of Jackson county last week. Of 
course there is nothing authentic to fix any 
councction with the Murrell band on Count 
d’istang save-vague reports, that are now 
hoary with age. That this brave French 
officer once owned our entire belt of country, 
and that he won it by unsheathing his sword 
in aid ofabrave and prtriotic people Sstrug- 
~ ng tor tneia independence, is a matter of 
recoid,
